1 . Claims 8- 1 3 and 16-17 are allowed. 

2. Claims 1-7, 14-15, and 18-46 are cancelled. 

3. The amendment after final dated 08/08/2006 and 09/1 1/2006 are the same. The 
amendment filed 09/1 1/2006 with the proper signature. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of records fails to disclose or render an obviousness of a method in a 
signal processor for filtering samples in a digital signal comprising: calculating 
E=((A+B+1)»1)«S and F=((A+B+1)»1)«R; calculating approximated filtered 
sample as E+F with a correction as a function as seen in independent claims 8 and 1 1 
wherein the correction as (AEXORB)OR(AEXOR(AORB)»l) as seen in independent 
claim 16 and the correction as (AEXOR((AORB)»l)) as seen in independent claim 17. 

The closest found prior arts are Dijkstra (U.S. 6,795,841) in view of Sijstermans 
et al. (U.S. 6,889,242). Dijkstra in view of Sijstermans et al. disclose a method in signal 
processor for filtering samples. However, Dijkstra in view of Sijstermans et al. fail to 
disclose calculating E=((A+B+1)»1)«S and F=((A+B+1)»1)«R; calculating 
approximated filtered sample" as E+F with a correction as a function wherein the 
correction as (AEXORB)OR(AEXOR(AORB)»l) or the correction as 
(AEXOR((AORB)»l)) as seen above.
